Indian girl said by physicians to 
be five years old has given birth 
to a nix-pound baby at the Lima 
maternity hospital—to the amaze- 
ment of 60 physician witnesses. 


The baby, a boy, was delivered 


In a 35-minute caesarean operation 
yesterday morning. 
The 
infant 


was said to be well-formed and 
today both the child and mother 
were reported by the hospital to 
be 'in excellent condition. 


The caesarean was performed 


by Dr. Gerardo Lozada and Dr. 
Alegandro Busalleu and 
among 


the 60 spectators, was a commis- 
sion of physicians preparing a re- 
port on tho amazing case of pre- 
cocious motherhood. 


The child mother, Una Medina, 


was horn Sept. 23, 1934, according 
to her parents, and that Is the 
date on her birth certificate. 


But Dr. 
Hlpollto 
Larrabure, 


chief surgeon and director of the 
Lima maternity hospital, said 'her 
birth 
certificate apparently 
was 


in error because Llna still has her 
milk teeth and the molars are 
just emerging—the dental status 
of a child more than five but un- 
der six years of age. 


Dr. Larrabure believed this cal- 


culation waa more reliable than 
the birth certificate which would 
make her four years, seven months 
and three weeks old. 


The girl Is one of the children 


of an Indian farming family living 
near Pisco, a cotton port south of 
Lima. 


A few weeks ago her

brought. her Into the hospital, at 
Pisco for examination, believing 
the child had an abdominal tumor.

Mrs. Nabors told a reporter she 


called her husband to protect her 
from Roark's advances and that 
tho shooting followed. 


Homer Scaly, bondsman, told of- 


ficers he talked to Roark an hour 
before tho shooting and the law- 
yer said he Intended to go to Na- 
bor's home to collect a $500 logal 
fee for defending Nabors In a 
burglary case. 


Nabors was given a 12-year sen- 


tence In his recent trial but the 
case was on appeal. Since then he 
has been Indicted for attempted 
burglary and has been charged 
In other cases at various times. 


Roark, horn In Parker county, 


came here about 1025 after serving 
two terms as county attorney of 
Somervoll county at Glen Rose. 
He attended Texas Christian Uni- 
versity and received his law li- 
cense from tho University of Tex- 
as. Ho was active in politics, was 
an active member of the 
Dallas 


bar assolcatlon and specialized In 
criminal defense. 


Mrs. Roark Is a student at Den- 
ton Teachers college and was there 
at tho time of his death. Roark'a 
mother, Mrs. Lizzie S. Roark, re- 
sides here. 


The death of Roark's father, R. 


L. Roark, remains ono of Dallas' 
unsolved killings. A guard at the 
Federal Reserve Bank, ho was 
shot in July, 1031.

requirements he has had 15 pairs 
accepted in the past 18 months. 
"The present problem In train- 
Ing pigeons is getting them to 
stay aloft at night," Haley ex- 
plained. "It always has been easy 
to get birds to wing their way 
homo during the day but they 
ground in darkness." 
The government is 
correcting 
this through the bureau of Insular 
affairs of the war 
department, 
Haley said. Its messenger birds 
aro concentrated at Manila In the 
Philllplne islands where they re- 
ceive extensive training In night 
traveling before being sent 
to 
other places for duty. 
In training the birds for night 


flights Haley takes' them 
two 
miles from their "lofts," for the 
Initial trip starting just after sun- 
down. Tho next time the starting 
point is two miles farthsr away 
and the pigeons released 30 min- 
utes later than on tho 
previous 


flight. This Is repeated until tho 
distance of flight is 15 miles. A 
flarcllght on the loft guides tho 
winged messengers home. 


Speed, too, is getting consider- 
able atention In "educating" mes- 
sengers, Haley said, adding that 
Germany had established t h e 
speed, record. 


In a 321-mllo race from Appel- 


dorn, Holland ,to Berlin, a German 
racing pigeon averaged a speed of 
GO miles an hour. 


Only the best birds among the 


offspring of tho original 
strain 


furnished by the war department 
are kept by Hnlcy. He has 65 pairs 
and also possesses a variety of 
utility types. 


The top racers are 
extremely 
valuable. 


"Ono or two are on record as 
having covered 500 miles in dark- 
ness," Haley recalled. "A single 
bird that will perform In this man- 
ner Is said to be worth hundreds of 
dollars 
for 
breeding 
purposes. 


Birds for breeding are selected ac- 
cording to their ancestry." 


Government 
authorities prefer 
yearling, or six-month-old pigeons. 
Between seven and ten days after 
they aro born breeders are 
re- 


quired to place a band around the 
right leg of tho rooster and around 
tho left log of the squab. Seam- 
less, the band carries tha year of 
birth and name of tho breeder. 
"Even an expert has difficulty 


in determining the ago of tho pig- 
con," 
Haley said. 
"Consequently 


the bands protect the government 
and allow its representatives to 
get the best birds." 


Usually 17 days are required to 
hatch pigeon eggs. The hens lay 
onco a month, the two eggs pro- 
ducing a squab and a rooster. In 
the sotting stages, one bird nearly 
always remains on the eggs. 
Particular attention Is paid to 


color in breeding, Haley pointed 
out. 


"The white bird attracts the en-' 


cmy or hunter Immediately. The 
government wants blue or dark- 
fcqthored racers.^

We must 
raise $1,600,000 to pay for tho 
land, which the bill gives us au- 
thority to buy and to present to 
the national park service.

bill is only enabling legislation. 
After we obtain the land, the fed- 
ora government will begin build- 
ing the park and guarantees to 
maintain It forever as a national

without

Texas. In passing this legislation 
at Austin, the state has followed 
In the footsteps of congress, whloh 
has passed necessary federal laws 
creating the park and providing

Now it Is up to Texans to sub- 
scribe the funds with which to 
complete this project. 
"Tho raising of the money by 
public subscription will be vested 
in the hands of the Big Bend 
Park Association. This organiza- 
tion has been chartered by the 
State of Texas: 
"Tho United States commission- 
er of Internal revenue, after study 
of the purpose of the organization, 
has agreed that donations to tho 
land purchase and other 
funds 
will be deductible from tho In- 
come tax returns. 


Working Fund. 
"We have created 
a 'working 
fund' to underwrite tho expenses 
of the campaign. By this means 
we will be able to use other sub- 
scriptions for land purchase. This 
working fund was subscribed at a 
meeting In Austin last May but 
has not been entirely paid In. Tho 
committee Is 'anxious that all sub- 
scribers to this fund 
complete 
their quotas immediately so that 
the state-wide campaign can be- 
gin."It Is unnecessary to call your 
attention to th« great advantages 
of this park project to Texas and 
the entire Southwest.

to say that tourists spent at least

March, the house limited It to

vote margin to provide $250,000,- I 
000 for parity payments and add 
$00,000,000 to help dispose of agri- 
cultural surpluses. 


The senate added 
$225,000,000 


for parity and $113,000,000 for tho 
removal program, before passing 
the bill, 61 to 14. 


The measure Included also a 
$500,000,000 allocation for soil con- 
servation payments, about $200,- 
000,000 for the federal-aid road 
program, and funds for other reg- 
ular activities of tho agriculture 
department.

DALLAS, May ' 12.—(/P)—Burton 
Franks, 21, was doubly Indicted to- 
day on charges of murder in con- 
nection with the slaying of Presi- 
dent Willis D. Wllemon of the 
First Stato Bank of Maypearl dur- 
ing a holdup of tho bank Wednes- 
day. 
A federal grand jury here Indict- 


ed tho young Bonham, Tex,, man 
on threo counts, including robbery 
and murder, and the Ellis county 
grand jury at Waxahachlo Indict- 
ed him for murder. 
Federal officers here Indicated 
they wished to bring the accused 
bandit-slayer to trial. U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney Clydo Eastua said 
he would demand tho death pen- 
alty. At Waxahachie, Stato Dis- 
trict Attorney Forrester Hancock 
indicated he would ask the death 
penalty in case Franks Is tried 
there. 
Franks was held at 
Donison, 
where ho was arrested yesterday 
while napping in a hotol room. A 
foderal complaint filed at Fort 
Worth charged Franks robbed the 
bank, a member of the foderal re- 
serve system of $1,572 and shot 
and killed Wllomon in commission 
of the holdup. 


Wllemon, slugged and shot in 
the back during the Wednesday 
noon robbery, died that night in a 
Waxahachie hospital. 
Officers at Denlson found on 


Street a maroon sedan answering 
tre description of the one used In 
the robbery and began a systemat- 
ic search which led Patrolmen Gra- 
dy O'Shlelds and Louis Winchester 
to Franks' room. 


A newspaperman heard an oral 
statement In which Franks said he 
was alone In the robbery. He threw 
the pistol Into the Red River, and 
$558 polloo found in a pillow case 
in hla room was all that was taken 
from the bank, he claimed.

Burton Franks, charged with rob- 
bing the Slrst State Bank of May- 
pearl was indicted on a charge of 
murder today by the Ellis county 
grand jury in connection with the 
slaying of W. D. Wilemon, presi- 
dent of the bank.
